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EDITORIAL NOTES. 


—It is claimed by those who profess to know that the 
message of Governor Foster, which will be delivered to 
the General Assembly of Ohio on Tuesday, January 24, 
will recommend the following measures ag a solution 
of the problem of tempvrance legislation in this state: 

1, The passage of a joint resolution submitting to 
the people a constitutional amendment giving to the 
General Assembly supreme control over the liquor ques- 
tion. 

2. The passage of a law imposing a moderate tax on 
the liquor traffic. 

8. The repeal of the present provision of the statute 
forbidding the sale of liquor to be drank on the prem- 
ises where sold, because that provision is never enforc- 
ed, and is practically a dead letter, and the making of 
the provisions forbidding the sale of liquors to minors, 
drunkards, etc,, more stringent by making the penalty 
consist of fine and imprisonment. 

Toa man who is in earnest on the question of tem- 
perance legislation, these recommendations mean but 
little. They have the ring of the marketin them, It 
is an attempt to satisfy disaffected elements by concil- 
iating the saloon interests, rather than to do what can 
be done and what should be done to overthrow and de- 
atroy that blight of our homes and disgrace of our 
country. 

The first proposition means simply to make possible 
a license system. It may be denied, but the denial 
will deceive no one who is intelligent upon the relation 
of that question to the politics of Ohio. The pecple of 
Ohio are too familiar with the operations of a license 
system to be deluded by any promises of reform from 
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THOU ART THE CHRIST, THE SON OF THE 


that source. Oan any one presume pon the ignorance 
and credulity of the people to the ex!ent of supposing 
that they bave learned nothing from three centuries of 
experience with license in Eogland and America? 

Twice the people of Ohio have voted down sucha 
proposition, and they will vote it down again if it is 
ever submitted to them. It is. the dodge of the go- 
between, and he is the last man to draw followers on 
moral issues, 

The proposition of “a moderate tax upon the traffic” 
is of the same character. It isabribe cffered to the 
popular conscience, The people gf Ohio do not want 
revenues that are derived from the vices of their citi- 


zens. A just and enlightened public sentiment would 


spurn to fill the public coffers with moneys levied upon 
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admission to the public service; but another utterance 
of Jefferson made later in life showed that there was 
one other test which he thought of at least equal im- 
portance, and it might be cited in strong support of 
this amendment: “The habit of indulging in ardent 
spirits by men in office,” said Jefferaon, “has occasioned 
more injury to the, publio than all other causes, and 
were I to commence an administration, with the experi- 
ence I now have, the first question I would ask respect- 
ing a candidate would be, Does he use ardent spirits?” 
This amendment simply proposed to ask as to candi- 
dates for public appointments the first question Jeffer- 
son would ask if he were now President, or head of an 
executive department,

The third proposes the repeal of the best feature of 
the temperance laws of the state that it may be possible 
to tax the traffic. The reason given for its repeal is the 
one upon which the rum-vender and his apologists 
took out a pateat long since.

is false, It is often enforced, and will continue to be en- 
forced. But suppose it is not enforced—is it troubling

| boos? All that kind of talk about laws being “dead 


letters” is but the cheap clatter of men who know that 
they are not adead letter. A statute that condemns and 
forbids any practice of evil-doing.is a auppori and an 
educator of moral, sentiment, and a standing rebuke 
and humiliation to the evil-doer. Hence the anxiety 
for the repeal. 

If, instead of repealing that section of the law, the 
General Assembly could muster the courage to repeal 
the provision in that same section which exempts ale, 
beer, and wine from the operations of that act, then 
the first clause could be enforced in thousands of cases 
where it is now rendered nugatory by the beer dodge. 

Let the General Assembly repeal that ale, beer, and 
wine proviso, and restore the Adair law to its original 
text, and put back into the municipal code the pro- 
visions under which the McConnellsville ordinance was 
enacted, and the saloon business in Ohio will receive a 
backset from which it will require many years to re- 
cover. We hope for the honor of the state that the 
governor has been misrepresented by the newspaper 
correspondents, 


—A Civil-Service Reform bill has pagsed the United 
States Senate with but five votes in the negative, 
They were all from the Democratic side of the house. 
The bill was brought forward by Senator Pendleton, of 
Ohio, though it is understood to have been drafted by 
Hon. Dorman B, Eaton, of New York. During the 
consideration of the bill Mr. Blair (Republican), of New 
Hampshire, offered the following as an additional sec- 
tion : 
ages shall be appointed to or retained in any office, 
business, or employment to which the provisions of 
this act are applicable.” 

Mr. Brown (Democrat), of Georgia, moved to amend 
the amendment by inserting after the word “beverage” 
the words “to excess.”

Its endeavors, however, are chiefly directed 
to the reforming of representative men. It gives but 
little attention to the morality of the common people. 
This is a mistake into which those who believe in the 
omnipotence of government have often fallen. Public 
men are representatives of the average morality and 
intelligence of their constituency quite as distinctively 
as they are of their opinions on questions of political 
policy. A better class of representative men can be 
secured only by a better clags of people to be repre- 
sented. The proper order of the terms in the old rab- 
binical proverb, “Like people, like priest,” is often 
perverted by a transposition of the terms,so as to make 
it read, “Like priest, like people.” Priests and preach- 
ers, a8 well ag all other public men, are the product of 
the average morality and intelligence of those by 
whom they are patronized.

A SHORT SERMON: 


BY MUNSON, 





“Take heed that ye do not your alms before men, to be 
seen of them, otherwise ye have no reward of your 
Father which is in heaven.’? Matt. 6: 1. 


There is a good deal of stinginess in this world, 
People who don’t have can’t give, and many of those 
who have won’t give. For this reason contributions for 
benevolent purposes are not as large as they should be 
—not as large as the wants of the world demand. Some 
people claim to be so very good that they dare not give 
for the support of religion and objects of charity pub- 
licly lest it be done “to be seen of men.” But those 
who refuse to give publicly will generally refuse to give 
in a more private way. This is a convenient way for 
people to maintain a show of piety without doing their 
duty. The world can see that such people are governed 
more by a stingy feeling than by the spirit of the 
Master. “For the bed is shorter than that a man can 
stretch himeelf on it, and the covering narrower than 
that he can wrap himself in it.” Isa, 28: 20, 

Some people make their religion a hiding-place. 
They profeas to have a good deal of light, but keep it 
“hid under a bushel.” 

Because we are not to give publicly, “to be seen of 
men,” it does not necessarily follow that we are not to 
give publicly at all. I have noticed that those who re- 
{use to give publicly are the people who manifest little 
or n0 interest in the cauee of religion, They are people 
who can’t be relied upon in the hour of emergency, 
They are generally very balky, and will hold back in 
the gospel harness when you need to have them draw 
with all their might. Jesus taught liberality by both 
precept and example. His whole life was spent in 
doing good, and finally he gave himself for the good of 
the world. " 

If we “do alms before men” merely to make a display 
of our liberality we shall not be “rewarded by our 
heavenly Father.” Bat there is no need of giving with 


such a motive, None but vain and self righteous people 
will give simply “to be seen of men.” The man who 
gives from a right motive and to help a good cause doesn’t 
care how many people are looking on. Perhaps the 
more the better, for the Savior has commanded us to 
“lot our light shine before men, that they may. see our 
good works au.2 glorify our Father which is in heaven.” 
If miserly people will read this verse in connection 
with the text they will have a better understanding of 
the text; and see that it is right to give publicly, and 
even a duty to do it, only they should not do it simply 
“to be seen of men,” but to glorify God and bless the 
world, By our giving we should “provoke to gocd 
works” those who may be influenced by our example. 
It is said of some people that “they steal privately and 
give publicly,” and that this is the class of people who 
“do their alms before men to be seen of them.” Thisisa 
greatsin. Those who receive may be benefited, but 
the end does not justify the means, for “we are not todo 
evil that good may come.” 

When and where we are to give are questions not 
settled by the Savior farther than we are to give to the 
needy, and give as their wants may require. It is 
better to give to the undeserving than to withhold from 
those who need our alms. To give to Harvard or 
Brown and withhold from Antioch would not be a 
charity. The former are rich already; the latter is 
needy, S.lomon gays, “He that oppresseth the poor to 
increase his richés, and he that giveth to the rich, shall 
surely come to want.” Prov, 22:16. If what is given 
to the rich.could be given to the poor there would be 
but little suffering in Cbristian countries, and but few 
institutions of learning weak and sickly for lack of 
fands. 

There is an abundance of wealth in this country and 
the church has a good share of it. If those who profess 
to love God will give according to their ability there 
will be no dilapidated houses of worship, no wornout 
Bibles and hymnals on the pulpit, no half-paid minis- 
tera, no institutions of learning crying, “Give, give, or 
we perish!” It is a rare thing, very rare, that rich men 
give according to their ability, but it is no uncommon 
thing for men in moderate circumstances to give liber- 
ally, and sometimés more than duty seems to require. 
Those who refuse to give can not supply the deficiency 
by an extra amount of singing and loud praying. 

“If we withhold more than is meet it tendeth to 
poverty.” There is a God in heaven who. overrules in 
these matters, and a rich man in the church has never 
been made poor by giving liberally to support the caure 
of God. Many years ago a2 man moved from New 
England to Odio and became the owner of valuable real 
estate within the limits of a city in Ohio. He died and 
left his property to two sons. One son resolved that he 
would never give anything away, and started out in life 
a professional man, determined to become rich, The 
other son decided that he would give all he could to 
the needy. He has already given tens of thousands of 
dollars to the deserving poor. The brother who was 
determined to become rich lost all his property years 
ago, and was a poor man in old age, The brother who 
was liberal was worth over thirty thousand dollars whén 
I knew him seven years ago. He was a happy old man, 
and kept up the practice of giving to those who were 
in want. 

The church needs to be baptized into the work of 
giving more largely for the good of the world. Let us 
all seek for that baptism that our lives may be more 
useful than they now are.

REPLY TO “TWO INQUIRIES.” 


Rey. J. J. Summerbell—Dear Brother,—I, have just 
read in the HERALD the “two inquiries” addressed to 
me in reference to the discourse I delivered before the 
convention at Albany, which appears to have been 
strangely misapprehended by some. 

As soon as I left the platform Bro. John A. Goss came 

‘to me and charged me with discourtesy to the conven- 
tion and to the committee which had invited me to 
preach, in taking advantage of the occasion to preach 
Universalism, and said that this was the sentiment of 
several of the members with whom he had just been 
conversing, and that it would now go out all over the 
country that they were Universalists. I replied that I 
should regret having preached for them if my sermon 
shov}d ‘be construed as discourteous, as I had no such 
intention, and what I preached was not Universalism, 
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He then raised the same point which is the subject of 
your first inquiry, and it was under discugsion w 
Bro. O. M. Winchester joined us and expressed his 
approbation of the sermon, and said he was glad I had 
preached it, I afterwards met with others who’ ex- 
pressed themselves in like manner. And no.one-elee 
beside Bro, Goss expressed to me any disapprobation 
of it; but I suspect that Bro. D. A. Long’s exordium on 
Sabbath night was intended to offset the supposed her- 
esy of my discourse and clear the convention of any 
im-utation of affinity with Univerealism, 

Now I am pleased that you have formulated the mis- 
spprehensions of yourself and others in your “two 
inquiries,” and that the HERALD is made the medium 
of communication, And I think myself happy that 
through the same medium I may answer for myself 
touching the points in question, as I hope to your satis- 
faction and that of the brethren generally, 

1, About hades. I did not say “that there was no 
reference in the Bible to torment in hades.” But hav- 
ing stated that after the millennium and the little sea- 
son of trial shall have passed, death and hell shall de- 
liver up the dead that are in them (Rev. 20; 13), I said, 
“The Greek word hades, rendered hell, does not .in the 
Bible mean a place of torment, never did, and never 
will.” These words were not in the written discourse, 
but came to my mind with an impulse that I did not 
feel at liberty to disregard, and I gave utteranée to 
them, supposing they would not be misunderstood, as I 
immediately resumed, “And every one shall be pun- 
ished for his sins, and eventually subjected, and recon- 
ciled in that state of subjection to the righteous govern- 
ment of God.” 

Hades—from a, negative, and e#doo, to see—means nt 
seen;-and is used to designate the place or state of the 
departed spirits of human beings. Grove defines it “the 
invisible world of spirite;’ Robinson, “the abode or 
world of the dead;” Parkhurst, “the unseen world of 
separate spirits.” Gesenins defines sheol, the equivalent 
Hebrew word, “the under-world where dwell the shades 
[spirits] of the dead.” The English word hell has ac- 
quired in the orthodox creeds the meaning of a place 
of torment, but this is not its meaning in the Bible 
where it is the rendering of hades, Doddridge says, ; 
“Our English or rather Saxon word hell in its original 
signification exactly answers to the Greek word hades,. 
and denotes a concealed or unseen place.” If, then, 
the word hell be understood in its true sense, it is the 
most suitable one in the language to express the mean- 
ing of sheol and hades, and designates simply the fact, 
in this connection, that the spirits of the dead are ina 
state invisible to the living, though none the less real 
on that account. They live because the second man, 
the Lord from heaven, by his obedience bas procure.” 
for all men a restoration to the life-forfeited by the dis- 
obedience of the first man. And until he shall come 
the second time to take the dominion of the earth and 
subdue all things to himself, he has passed a modified 
sentence of death upon man, which affects the body so 
that it returns to the earth as it was; but conserves the 
spirit so that it returns to God who gave it, and is kept 
in secret, in hades or hell, until the time shall come for 
the redemption of the body. 

The spirits of all the dead are in sheol—hades or hell; 
and if it signified a place of torment, then all would te 
in torment; but Jacob, thinking that Joseph was dead 
and that his spirit had gone there, eaid, “I will go down 
to hell, sheol, to my zon.” Gen. 37: 35, He did not think 
that Joseph had gone to the grave, for he said, “An evif 
beast hath devoured him.” Sheol does not mean the 
grave. If he had meant the grave he would have used 
the word kavar and not sheol. Job said, “Oh, that thou 
wouldst hide me in hell; sheol, that thou wouldst keep 


me secret until thy wrath be past,” etc., “all the days of | 


my appointed time will I wait till my change come.” 
Job 14: 13,14. And again, “If I wait, hell, sheol, is my 
house.”: 17:18. David said, “Thou wilt not leave mg 
soul in hell,” sheol (Ps, 16: 10), which is quoted by Peter 
as applicable to Chriet, whose spirit went to hell, but he 
was not left in hell, neither his flash did see corruption. 
Acts 11;27-31. These passages show that the spirits of 
the saints go to hades, and they are not in torment but 


are happy there, for blessed are the dead which die in | 


the Lerd. Hence Lazarus in hades was comforted, be- 
ing with Abraham and all believers who are the special 
seed of Abraham. 


But is it not written of the rich man (Luke 16: 23), . 


“And in hell he lifted up his eyes, being in torments ?” 


Yes, and it was a place of torment to him because he . 
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saw that by a worldly, selfish life he had failed to attain 
the condition of the saints; and Jesus showed (Luke 
18: 28) what anguish such a loss would cause the Jews. 
“There shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth when ye 
shall see Abraham and Isaac and Jacob and all the 
prophets in the kingdom of God, and ye yourselves 
thrust out.” All who diein sin and unbelief are un- 
happy in hades because they then kaow they will not 
have part in the first resurrection, and will be punished 
for their sins, Bat they are not punished for their sins 
in hades. Hades is not the place of rewards and pun- 
ishmente. 

The happiness of the righteous, neither in this life 
nor in hades or hell, is the reward of their faith and 
obedience, though a consequence thereof; but they will 
be rewarded at the coming of Obrist by having part in 
the: first: resurrection, being immortalized, glorified, 
made unto God kings and priests,and reigning with 
Christ. And the unhappiness of the wicked, neither 
in this life nor in hell, bades, is the punishment of their 
unbelief and disobedience, though a consequence there- 
of; but their punishment will be after they shall be 
raised from the dead, and is symbolized by their being 
cast into the lake of fire (Rey. 20: 11-15), which is the 
“indignation and wrath, tribulation and anguish” which 
God will visit “upon every soul of man that doeth evil; 
of the Jew first, and also of the Gentile.” Rom. 2. 6-16. 

What I said, therefore, in the connection in which I 
said’it; was intended simply as a denial of the theolog- 
ical dogma that hell is a place fitted up with appliances 
to torture the spirits of the dead, and not to deny that 
the wicked are unhappy there, and will be punished for 
their sins after they shall be raised from the dead. 


2. About Universalism. No such expression was 
made by me as “that God would finally save all men, 
restoring all creation to an eternal spring.” Such an 
unqualified statement might be called Universalism 
which ignores all distinction whatever between the 
final condition of the righteous and the final condition 
of the wicked, It either denies altogether the doctrine 
of the future punishment of the wicked, or makes it of 
temporary duration; and holds that, in the consumma- 
tion of the divine purpose, all mankind will be made 
alike holy, and raised to the same condition of glory 
and blessedness. Whatever diversity of sentiment 
there may be among Universalists on other points, they 
all agree in thie, “that there is to be but one final des- 
tiny for all the human famiiy,” and that all will be 
made immortal, incorruptible, and glorious, irrespect- 
ive of any character they may have formed in this life, 
No such doctrine was taught in my sermon. My first 
point was, the provision made for man’s recovery from 
the penalty of Adam’s sin, in which I taught that the 
first man Adam was constituted the federal head and 
official representative of his race, and by his disobedi- 
ence he brought sin, condemnation, and death upon all 
men. And that the second man, the Lord from heaven, 
assumed the same official relation to the race with 
which he became identified by incarnation, and by his 
obedience he brought righteousness, justification, and 
life upon all men; so that all must ultimately be rein- 
stated in the same condition of life which was forfeited 
by Adam’s sin, as taught in Rom. 5; 12, 18,19, and I. 
Cor. 15: 21, 22, And as the dominion conferred on 
Adam and forleited by his disobedier ce, is transferred 
to Christ, so he shall come the second time and subdue 
all things unto himself. And every knee shall bow to 
him, and every tongue shall confess that he is Lord to 
the glory of God the Father. Gen. 1: 28; Ps, 8; Heb. 2: 
5-9; I. Cor. 15: 27, 28; Dan, 2: 81-45; 7: 1-27. 

My second point was the provision made for man’s 
recovery from personal sins, and the redemption of a 
peculiar people to be associated with Ohrist in the do- 
minion and government of the world. To this end 
Ohrist suffered as a sacrifice for or on account of sin, 
and laid the foundation for the justification by faith of 
all who believe in him and confess him; who, being of 
the will of God, begotten with the word of truth, shall 
be made a kind of first {fruits of his creatures; vessels 
unto honor, afore prepared unto glory. They shall be 
made kings and priests unto God, and shall reign with 
Obrist in his kingdom. I. Jobn 2: 2; Titus 2: 18, 14; I. 
Peter 1: 3-7; James 1:18; Rev. 5: 9, 10, 

The redemption of this peculiar people—the church 
of the first-born—does not exhaust the provisions of 
mercy, nor prevent the redemption of the rest of man- 
kind from death and helland their subjection to Christ. 
On the contrary, it is preliminary thereto, for the ear- 
nest expectation of the creature—the whole human, 


family—waiteth for the maaifestation of the sons of 
God. And when the church shall be redeemed and 
glorified, then God will by Ohrist reconcile all things 
unto himself, whether they be things on earth or things 
in heaven. Hence Paul says that he is the Savior of 
all men, especially of them that believe. Rom. 8: 19-21; 
Col, 1: 12-20; I. Tim, 4: 10. 

Now of this special salvation was the inquiry made, 
“Are there few that be saved?” And Jesus answered, 
“Strive to enter in at the strait gate, for many shall seek 
to enter in and shall not be able;” and “many are called 
but few are chosen;” and Paul says, “Not many wise 
men after the flesh, not many mighty are called,” etc. 
Luke 13: 28, 24; Matt. 22: 1-14; I. Cor, 1: 21-27, See 
also Matt. 7: 21-23 and Rom. 9:27. The number thus 
saved will, in comparison with the rest of mankind, be 
few; but in the aggregate, many. And when this num-. 
ber shall be made up and eaved, the end of this dispen- 
sation shall come; the door of salvation by faith will be 
shut, and there will be no more thue saved. The church, 
the bride of the Lamb, will be complete and will be 
raised from the dead, changed, immortalized, glorified, 
and exalted with Christ to the sovereignty of the earth. 
And this will be their everlasting reward. 

The rest of mankind, during the times of restitution 
of all things which then begin, will be subjected to the 


government of Christ and his saints, aud such as deserve | 


punishment will be punished. But finally all shall be 
reconciled to God in that state of subjection and be- 
come obedient subjects of the kingdom. But they will 
not be immortalized nor glorified nor ever exalted 
above the condition of subjects in natural bodies like 
that of Adam when first created. They will be forever 
excluded from any participation in the exalted condi- 
tion of the saints. And to all who, during the dispen- 
sations of grace, heard the gospel and believed not, 
were called and refused, this exclusion will be an ever- 
lasting punishment, attended with an abiding sense of 
having forfeited that glorious estate by their unbelief 
and disobedience beyond the possibility of recovery. 
Their loss will be felt to be a great loss, but they will 
submit to it as the result of their own folly, and ac- 
knowledge the justice of God in their condemnation 
and subjection. 

Now if Paul’s statement that God “is the Savior of 
all men, specially of them that believe,” be called Uni- 
versalism, then Iam also a Universalist; but, as I have 
shown, Universalism as expounded by all classes of that 
denomination asserts a dogma essentially different from 
this, and is utterly at variance with the scheme of re- 
demption presented in my sermon. I deny the charge 
of teaching it, and decline the task to “show how Uni- 
versalism can make God good.” I did not say, “Per- 
haps we have by it an explanation of temporary evil.” 
Universalism is simply a degma of absolutism founded 
on the benevolence of the divine character, and ex- 
plains nothing. It virtually denies the free agency of 
man; makes sin a consequence of an imperfect condi- 
tion; rejects the doctrine of atonement and forgiveness, 
and maintains that universal holiness and happiness is 
the ultimate destiny of all men without distinction, by 
the arbitrary will of God. It is preferable to other 
dogmas of absolutism which maintain that sin and eter- 
nal torment is the destiny of the vast majority of man- 
kind by the arbitrary will of God. But they are all 
erroneous, and derogate from the glory of God. 

An answer to your questions concerning the exist- 
ence of evil, the destruction of the wicked, and other 
matters, I defer for another communication, as it might 
make this too lenghty and so “weary you,” and perhaps 
confuse you “by a great flow of words.” 

This communication, which was commenced at the 
time I first saw your inquiries in the HERALD, has been 
delayed, partly from press of abundance of work, but 
chiefly through waiting for a communication from Bro. 
D., A: Long, to whom I wrote requesting a statement of 
his remarks on the future punishment of the wicked, 
above alluded to. <A postal-card received from him ac- 
knowledged the reception of my letter and promised a 
full reply the next week. After long waiting I core 
clude he has changed his mind, and now proceed with 
my reply to your inquiries.

— THIS DAY IS BORN A SAVIOR. 

If Christ Jesus was born December 25th, then in 
round years, throwing aside the fractions, he was born 
A. M. 4035—eighteen hundred and eighty-six years ago, 
the Christian era commencing {our years after his birth, 
or A. M. 4039, If this be correct, by the same rule it is 
now A. M, 5921, 

“This day” is not certainly known, I knowof no 
way to ascertain it. I do not regard it of any special 
consequence to know the time. God conld have kept 
the record from any mistake; if it had been necessary 
he would have done it. Important matters are clearly 
revealed. Shepherds of Judea sent out their flocks dur- 
ing the summer months and took them in the last of 
October or the first of November, at the commence- 
ment of cold weather: I infer from this that Christ 
Jesus our Savior was born before the 25th of December 
—before what is called Christmas. At that time it must 
have been cold, especially in the high and mountainous 
regions of the city of David. 

Be “this day,” as Roman superstition would have it, 
assuming December 25th as the true day for the birth 
of man’s Redeemer, Iam naturally led to reflect upon 
Bethlehem, Calvary, and of the tomb oi Joseph—the 
garden tomb. Associations mysterious, sublime, and 
animating cluster around those three places. Only eight 
miles mea3ure the distance from the manger to the 
cross! There is comparatively but a short interval of 
time between Bethiehem’s birth and the second birth 
from the tomb of Joseph of Arimathea. Lessthan three- 
score years and ten completes the human life and earthly 
labors of God’s only-begotten> What scenes, what trans- 
actions crowd this narrow space of earth—this short in- 
terval of time! 

This day is born a child of a thousand hopes and 
promises, the offspring of the divine and human—Son 
of God, Son of man—born “this day” to be a light of 
nations and of ages. Yes, born to ecatter night from 
all eyes within mercy’s realm, to break forever its dark 
scepter and to annihilate its power, to dry the teara of a 
weeping world, to wash away its sins and sorrows in a 
fountain filled with blcod, to deliver from death that 
fiercest of all tyrants, to bestow heavenly honors on a 
ransomed race, bright as God’seternal throne,and lasting 
as the ages. 

Born this day in a stable, circumcised eight days 
after, dedicated on the fortieth in Jerusalem’s temple, 
eent into Egypt, nursed in the land of Ham, sent tack 
to Bethlehem and removed to Nazareth. Mentioned but 
once after his return till about the time of his baptiem 
near his thirtieth year. 

After his baptism began his public life. A short min- 
istry and then another baptism. Whata period between 
the two; what deeds of renown; what demonstrations of 
divine eloquence, majesty, and power! Did ever such 
glories cluster, in so bright an interval, around the per- 
son of any other son of earth? Never wasspenta more 
active or busier life. What word’s of grace! What 
miracles! What temptations and triumphs! Whatacts 
of condescension in this brightest epoch of activity! Mul- 
titudes were instructed, healed, fed, and saved. Many 
discourses were given, questions answered, parables 
spoken, and triumphs gained. 

In his life he foiled and vanquished Satan. He de- 
atroyed death by dying. He vanquished the grave by 
rising out of it, taking with him its gates and bars up 
to his heavenly home. 

Here immortality lifts its matin ray over a slumber- 
ing world. From the sorrow of death sprung up eter- 
nal joy. Whata plan! The Son of God submits to be 
crucified, killed, that he might destroy death; suffers 
himself to be placed in the gardentomb. The day- 
break of the third morning comes and the shadows flee 
away. There isa shout of victory. It echoes through 
the regions of the dead—“Grave, where now thy vic- 
tory ?’ 

Doubtless before many centuries sball have run their 
rounds all that are in their graves will hear his voice 
and come forth. Every tomb will be left without a 
tenant and the sea will have rolled out its dead, All 
who sleepin Jesus will God bring with him. Blessed 
sleep, from which none will ever wake to weep!

If, therefore, Ohio, Indiana, and the East will help 
the Iowa brethren to raise five thousand dollars for Ls 
Grand it will be but the strong bearing for a time the 
burdens of, the weak. There are scores of brethren 
that could at once‘contribute from twenty-five to fifty, 
a hundred or five hundred dollara each. By so doing 
they would at once place Le Grand Institute upon a 
permanent basis of usefulness. Thenceforward Le 
Grand Institute would be filled with that class of youth 
from whom come efficient and devoted ministers—in- 
telligent and faithfal men and women for all the walks 
and all the work of life. 

Brethren and sisters, your gifts will be for eternity, 
a8 well as for time, and rich will be your rewards in 
the present and in the great hereafter.

AMONG THE HEIGHTS. 


On the cars, at Sacramento, I met a lady whom I for- 
merly knew in Topeka, Kansas—a temperance worker— 
and she was coming on to San Francisco, which was an- 
other pleasant surprise for me, 

I did not describe the Sierra Navadas in my last, 
although we crossed that range before reaching Sacra- 
mento; for we had to pass over these mountains in the 
night, as there was no day train going westward at this 
point, Reno, So making the best effort possible to eee 
the picturesque sights of this ride by fastening a shawl 
to the hat-rack, and thus shutting the lamp light inside, 
Isucceeded in seeing some of earth’s beauties never ke- 
held before by me. For hours I gazed upon these peaks, 
each presenting anewshape and beauty. The mountains 
we had passed in Wyoming, Utah, and Nevada were 
bald, rocky steeps, but these were covered with trees, 
evergreen, and the ground was mantled with snow, mak- 
ing a sight worthy of a sleepless night to behold, To- 
ward morning, weary with the constant outlook, and 
the brakeman promising faithfully to (ell us of our 
“rounding Cape Horn,” I sat back in my seat and 
rested, and just at daylight this gentleman (?) came 
along and said that it was eo dark I could not cee any- 
thing, so he did not tell me. I think my feelings were 
rather indignant just then. The American River was 
crossed as we entered Sacramento. 

Leaving Sacramento, passed along Sacramento River 
and Suisun Bay to Army*Point ard Borecia, where we 
crossed the Straits of on the Solano, the largest 
boat in the world. Ourlong train was cut in two and the 
entire train run upon this immense boat and thus 
crossed the straits. The country from Sacramento to 
Oakland was marshy most of the way. Thousands of 
wild ducks were to be seen on the water in these 
marshes. Oukland looked very beautiful after the ride 
over the wet lands north of it. 

Arrived in San Francisco about noon, making our 
trip from Denver to San Francisco in seventy-four 
hours, deducting the time we stopped in Salt Lake City 
of course. After reaching our comfortable quarters 
with Miss Adelia Gates, of Yellow Springs, Ohio, the next 
thing in order was to see all we possibly could while 
here and do all the good in our power to accomplish in 
a short space of time. 

Have visited the Golden Gate Park and Conservatory, 
the Cliff House and Pacific coast, where for a long time 
we watched thesea lions bathing and sunnivg themselves 
on the rocks by the hundreds, I should think. Have 
visited the state university at Berkley, the deaf, dumb, 
and blind institution, and the military academy at Oak- 
land, also the high school in that city where Mies Irene 
Hardy is a favorite teacher. Have taken a ride out to 
the Presideo—a Spanish name for garrison—and walked 
clear out to the fort and up each story—four in number 
—clear up on the top of it and had a fine view of 
Golden Gate, the entrance to the harbor of San Francisco, 

Thanksgiving is passed and Christmas nearly here, 
but the yards and lawns are bright with flowers—in 
summer beauty to me. Oakland Cemetery is a woill 
of life and bloom, and yet peopled with its numberless 
dead. They tell me itis nothing to what it was earlier 
in the season; but never did I see such roses and roue- 








into insignificance beside the rose trees in bloom all 
around them, The callas here are so luxuriant, and 
sometimes a half.dozen bunches of them are seen in 
one yard, measuring five or six feet around these clus- 
tering stalks, and several fine, large blossoms out at 
once. I could write acolumn on the flora of California, 
but will not. 

The mint is another interesting place to visit. While 
in that building I saw the transit of Venus from a south 
window. Saw two gold spoons taken from Solomon’s 
temple. They were shaped like a small oak,leaf,,and 
the handle was a branch, with a little acorn on one side, 
Saw a Jewish shekel and a coin before Obrist’s earthly 
life—also a gold coin from the ruins of Babylon, which 
was buried underground fifteen hundred years. This 
mint is said to turn out $60,000,000 in one day, twice as 
much as any other one in the world. They work 
almost entirely on silver dollars and twenty-dollar gold 
pieces, which accounts for the large number of dol- 
lars a day more than other mints which coin emaller 
monies. © 

San Francisco, or a large portion of it, is built on 
hills, making the streets up hill and down very much 
of the way. The cable cars are a necestity here. Jobn 
Chinaman describes: them thus: “No pushee! No 
pullee! Go right along!” and this is the best I can 
give now. 

Now a little about my work here. On Thanksgiving 
day I spoke to the newsboys and bootblacks (four hun- 
dred) in Y. M. C. A. Hall, where the ladies gave thema 
dinner afterward. They presented me with a mast 
bsautiful bouquet of choice flowers, and in the eveningI 
spoke to about five hundred girls and boysin Children’s 
Hall in this city, Have spoken to over three thousand 
children since landing here, beside several times to 
adults, and am encouraged to think that I am doing 
some good. 

My family write me to get all the good I can, and do 
all the good I can, and then return to them. Yesterday 
I was sixty-three, and although I can not remit to Bro, 
Watson my usual birthday gift, yet I feel thatI am 
doing quite a missionary work mysel/; and as the work 
opens before me it seems that I have just commenced 
to live and work for God and humanity. May we all as 
workers in the Master’s cause put on the whole armor 
of righteousness,and be instant in season and out of sea- 
son, that the lost and ruined forever will not, by our 
dumbness, be lost for want of a word thet we might 
have spoken. May no one rise up in the future and 
say of us that we cared not for their souls. 

I may write again while on this trip, either from 
among the lowlands or “among the heights.”

SORROWING FRIENDS. 


Daar Brother Childs,—Your letter of the 16.h was re- 
ceived Saturday, and since I could not have your pres- 
ence it was truly acceptable and eagerly read. When 
Willie died I felt that I must have you preach his funeral 
sermon. I said there were two I wanted to see—Elder 
J. D. Childs and Elder Joseph Weeks, Those two men 
Thad long loved and had the most implicit confidence in. 
But I wanted you to preach, You knew Willie, and 
knew me and my family, and knew Lakeville. We tel- 
egraphed to Bro. Lawton, and he came and did well in- 
deed. The funeral, althcugh on election day, was very 
largely attended; the church was crowded above as well 
as below. I have heard many say they never attended 
such a funeral before where the whole congregation 
seemed to be mourners. His death produced a great 
sensation in the community. I did not know he was 
so well known and 89 well loved. I knew he was more 
than an ordinary boy, but had never said it to others; 
and I did not even think that so many had understood 
that he was such a noble, good boy, giving such a prom- 
ise of usefulness in the world. My daily study was to 
so plan and labor and economize that he could go 
through college and be worthily fitted for life’s useful- 
ners. 

He started this fail on a college preparatory courze of 
study, and while he was at the seminary he studied 
hard, passed high at the examination—in one of his 
studies one hundred percent. The typhoid fever broke 
out in the echool, and I have learned he was the firat 
student to volunteer to help take care of and watch 
with the sick, He did this (watching with and taking 
care of his fellow-students) until the symptoms of the 
fever were upou him, and he was advised to come home, 
He came, was not very sick, but was around—sven was 
out of doors some every day. I treated him, and ina 
few days he was better, so that he was all around visiting 
aud seeing some of his young friends about going to 
Starkey with him the next term. He had got five to 
conclude to go. After he had been home about ten or 
twelve days he took a severe cold, and the fever return: 
ed with great violence. Of course I now see it was not 
all out of his system before. I could not break it again. 
That cold fastened it like dye in wool. I called another 
physician to my assistance, but in spite of all the fever 
went on, and he went down and died the eleventh day 
after he took the cold.. Oa, why did I let him go out 
that cold morning! Oh, why so careless, so heedles:! 

I can hardly realize that he is gone. S2 healthy be- 
fore, 80 well made up physically, so noble in heart, so 
active in intellect, s> ambitious and energetic in epirit, 
and so persevering with all! But he is gone! My 
great expectancy of life! The one Ihad hoped to be 
a blessing in some way to the world! I myeelf can ex- 
pect to do but little more for the world. I had hoped 
to have one child that I might be permitted to live long 
enough to educate and help fit to bless this lower world. 
But oh, he is gone! I have but little now to give to 
bless my race. I think I have loved my fellow, weak, 
erring creatures, and have thought, planned, and toiled 
to bless them, and had fondly hoped that I had one 
that would bs of marked usefulness to humanity after 
my day’s work wasdone. ‘No; I can not believe God 
wanted him to die so young”—not quite nineteen years 
old—but he can not look upon sin, even the breaking 
of the laws of health and mortal life, with the least de- 
gree of allowance. He has ordained and ig executing 
the law of his government for our good. Without them 
we could tot have enjoyment; no, not even an exist- 
ence. If fire wou’d not burn us when we willfully, 
carelessly, or ignorantly fall into it, it would not warm 
us when we were cold, If attraction does not draw us 
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to the earth, we could not remain on it, for its revolu- 
tion on its axis would throw us off. So, being careless 


‘of the law of attraction, and venturing out on a roiten 


limb of a tree, or shelving but loose rocks of a preci- 
pice, we may fall and break our bones, or lose our lives. 
Sull God did not ordain the laws of heat, or attraction, 
or any other law, or give us any gift to destroy us or 
our happiness, but to protect, save, and bless us, He 
wishes us not to disobey his laws, spurn hia gifts, or 
crucify his Son, but rather it is his will (wish) that we 
obey the laws of our being, joyfully receive and wisely 
use his blessings for cur comfort and good, and believe 
on Jesus, that we may live long on the earth and be 
happy. Still law must be executed, for if not executed, 
then it would be the same as no Jaw. Withont law 
there could be no blessing, salvation, or even existences 
so there must be law exetuted, or even a Gcd would be 
poor indeed; having no children, or even a material 
universe. And yet he wills not (wishes not) that any 
should perish, but that.all should-enter into Mffe (an ex- 
istence of enjoyment). All, however, can not know 
every law, and how to obey them. Neither can any 
one of our race, hence all have sinned. But the sin of 
ignotance God winks at (overrules it and makes it to 
be a blessing to the sinner who commits it), for, al- 
though a breaker of the law, he is not criminal, for he 
did it ignorantly, and God is just and good, yea, perfect 
in goodness, and perfect goodness is perfect justice 
(justness). Therefore will I hope, believe, and trust 
Willie must still be in existence, better off than here (he 
had joined the church here), for surely he would not 
willfully have taken that last terrible cold had he known 
the fever was yet in his blood, or evan had he supposed 
he was entirely free of it. Although he must and did 
die, God surely will overrule that ignorant transgres- 
sion of a law of life for his good. Bat how can he thus 
overrule for Willie’s good if Willie has ceased to be? 
Ob, he still is, and I yet shall seo him! But I too must 
bear the penalty for cur sin of carelessness, although I 
may largely plead it was through ignorance I did not 
do what I should have done. I see it now. Still 
mourning, tears, and groans we must endure, for we 
loved him. ’Tis hard to have him taken from us—our 
great hope in this life. Tears have mingled with our 
food. We weep ourzelvés to sleep at times, although 
we trust we are not like children, but try to act manly 
and trust in our heavenly Father. Still, Bro, Childs, 
the wound is deep. We are cast down, but, thank God, 
not destroyed. God will yet overrule our ignorant 
carelessness (wink at it). We yet shall see Willie. If 
cut off from usefulness on earth, still we shall behold 
his usefulness in glory among the redeemed. There- 
fore we will not murmur, but trust in our God and his 
perfect government and great salvation.

—Be prompt in the payment of your minister. Most 
ministers are men of limited resources, and their living 
must come from their ealary. Churches are often care- 
less, and compel their pastor to suffer privations that 
are as unkind as they are unjust. Besides, he is often 
compelled to contract debts, which put him at a great 
disadvantage financially, and into a very awkward atti- 
tude before the public, 


—We know of three or four good ministers whose 
services a8 pastors are not in demand, and largely on 
account of their long prayers and tedious sermons. 
Others, again, are lost to the church because one half 
of what they say is uttered in a tone of voice that is not 
understood by the people who come to be instructed 
and edified. It is strange that men who have wisdom 
enough to fit them to be valuable instructors of the 
people should be so deficient in common sense that 
they could not overcome a few trifling habits which 
destroy their usefulness. 


—There is one remark ia the paper on church finance 
submitted to the American Ohristian Convention by 
Hon, David Clark, of Hartford, Connecticut, that con- 
tains so much of wisdom, and so much of valuable wis- 
dom, that we can not refrain from reproducing it here. 
It is this: “Giving isa habit. We learn to give as we 
learn to do other things. After a little practice, it is 
found to be very enjoyable.” 

Few men in America are better fitted to speak upon 
this question than the venerable author of this remark. 
Arguments in support of parsimoniousness are usually 
quite laconic, But few words are required to convince 
a selfish man that it is his duty tobe mean. But the 
man who opens wide his heart and his hand will never 
fail to vindicate in his own experience the wisdom and 
the eternal truthfulness of that declaration of Holy 
Writ, “It is more blessed to give than to receive.” 

Bro. Clark is now well on toward four-score years, 
and we often feel that he should give to the world some 
of his well-matured wisdom as well as of his well earned 
money. If we were not so modest, we should ask him 
to write for the HERALD. 


—<And now the old year has gone, with all its plans 
and hopes, with all its trials and temptations, with all 
its failures and triumphs. Success has attended those 
who have been loyal to the voice of duty and faithful in 
following the Lord’s Christ. Those who have eucceed- 
ed in wrong-doing have only apparent success, but act- 
ual failure. No one fails so signally as he who is most 
successful in a career of wrong-doing. 

Bat what of the year of grace 1883? This is time 
we never saw before. What shall we do with it if it. 
shall please the Dispenser of all good to permit us the 
days and hoursof the coming year? We remember 
distinotly of asking ourself this question jast thirty-one 
years ago to-day, and the answer that was given came 
from deeper eources of our being than we had ever be- 
fore discovered. It was this: “Let others do as they 
may, a8 for me, my life from hencaforth shall be given 
wholly to the Lord.” And now, after thirty-one years of 
experience, with all its faults, follies, and imperfections, 
we can only add, that had we a thousand lives to live, 
we should live them all for Obrist. 





REVISION OF CREEDS. 


The January number of the North American Review 
opens with three papers on the subject of the revision 
of creeds, The first is by Dr. Newman Smyth, the 
second by Dr. Lyman Abbott, and the third by Henry 
Ward Beecher, The Christian Union summarizes the 
three papers as follows: “Dr Smyth says that a revision 
of creeds has always been only a question of time, the 
church having held its oreeda from the beginning sub- 
ject to renewals and re-adaptations. Several creeds 
sppeared before the Council of Nice, and confession 
has followed close upon confession ever eince. The 
practical question always is, not whether creeds may 
be revised, but whether a revision is timely. Dr. 
Smyth thinks revision is opportune whenever: 1. An 
important and well established development of philos- 
ophy and science brings a new crisis in thought; 2. 
When some continued and prolonged religious life re- 
news the creed of a church, throwing off the wortbless 
branches of the theology of the schools; 3, When a 
deep-seated popular distrust of the beliefs supposed to 
be held in the churches, or a growing separation be- 
tween the common Christian sense of Christian people 
and the standards of a denomination make it necessary 
to re-state faith. Such a feeling is now abroad among 
the churches, and a movement is taking place, with the 
following characteristics: It is ethical rather than legal. 
Luther wen! to the Bible, to Augusiine, and to Tauler 
for his theology; Calvin to.the Bible, Augustine, ard 
the Roman law; the new theology goes to the Bible and 
the Christian consciousness for its authority—to the 
Bible with a better scientific principle of interpretation 


than Oalvin had, and to Christian consciousness with a 
more historical method than Luther possessed, Its 
atyle is-gothic rather than classic; it runs clear lines 
high up, but is impatient of closed systems; it is dis- 
tinguished hy an inductive study of scripture, and is 
niarked by a movement toward Ohristian unity. Two 
revisions of creeds are possible—one by a return to the 
Apostles’ Oreed, the other that each church should strive 
to work its own inherited creeds out from the scholas- 
ticism into eatholicity. « 

“Dr, Abbott declares that there is a clear distinction 
between facts and theories, between phenomena and 
explanations; the church creeds are statements, as a 
rule, not of religious facts, but of religious theories, 
and the theological controversy concerns not facts, but 
theories. No one doubts the fact of sin and its uni- 
versality ; the difference of opinion is as to the method 
of accounting for the fact. The fact of forgiveness 
of sins is urquestionable, the method of atonement 
is in dispute. There is a deepening conviction of the 
truth of the facts of religious experience; there is 
also a deepening conviction that the old theories of 
accounting for them are inadequate. Three methods 
of reconstruction are possible. New explanations may 
be sought for the great facts of religious experience ; 
we may restate the facts of religious life with brief 
and comprehensive explanations of their causes, or 
we may abandon attempts at dogmatic explanations, 
and simply affirm with increased emphasis the facts of 
sin, redemption, God, immortality, and judgment, The 
chief object of the church is not to propound, develop, 
or define theology, but to make men. The business of 
preachers is not to afford new definitions of sin, or 
new explanations of its experience, but to develop in 
men a profounder cense of guilt and need; not to 
afford a new theology of Christ, but to inspire a deeper 
reverence for him. 


“Mr, Beecher holds that the historic creeds have been, 
in the main, the children of war and the instruments of 
battle, The strong have lain along the line of the creeds, 
and they are, in a measure, tombstones of dead beliefs, 
When the church realizes how little it knows, and how 
unfit it has been to give the world the regeneration of 
love, there will epring up a living creed. The Bibleex- 
presses the truths of the head in the language of the 
heart; creeds have attempted to express the emotions of 
the heart in the language of thehead. The creed is for- 
eign to the Bible, and the mediwval creeds, Catholic and 
Protestant, have failed to understand the latest philoso- 
phy of Scripture; they have emphasized intellectual be- 
lief at the expense of being. Righteousness is the end 
of the Scripture; to develop it is the problem of divine 
providence; spiritual morality is the right order of life 
with reference to the unseen God. The ethical teaching 
of the Bible is progressive; when its record was finished 
it was held forth not as an encyclopedia, nor as a revelas 
tion of the whole science of man or of God, but for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction in righteousnese. 
There are two churches; the church mechanical and the 
church spiritual; the one has forms, order, regulatione; 
the other is living, invisible, without ordinances, with no 
creed but holiness. The church mechanical has usurped 
the place of the church spiritual; the only orthodoxy is 
the beauty of holiness; before all creeds is the oreed of 
right living. 

“These viewsare struggling for such recognition as they 
had in the primitive church, before philosophy had ob- 
scured them, or ecclesiastical ambition had imprisoned 
them in the vast machinery of the medi«val church, 
They will throw light upon the movements made to 
frame new creeds; upon the spasmodic orthodoxy which 
is attempting to conserve old creeds; upon the condemna- 
tion of men who are full of the Holy Spirit, and whose 
couls are giving forth the light of holiness, because they 
will not worship the formulas of the past—becu 7s they 
lieten more to the voice of God than to the authority of 
the mechanical church.” 


Theee papers are entitled to careful consideration. It 
is a hopeful indication that men so highly distinguished 
for great learning and spiritual insight should be ready 
tosay as much. But how painfully slow are men, great 
men, and apparently free men, in getting away from 
the conviction that a oreed-statement is a necessity of 
the children of God! 

If, as Dr. Smyth suggests, the church should return 
to the Apostles’ Creed, then in the true and historic sense 
of that phreg2 they would return to Cbrist himself, for 
the apostles believed on him; end if a church of this 
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day shall do the same, then the necessity for working 
out a creed would be passed already. 

Dr. Abbott’s three suggestions can not well fail of 
making forcible impression upon the minds of all who 
give to the subject careful and candid consideration. 
Undoubtedly the church would not attempt new ex- 
planations. The mere exchange of one set of dogmas 
for another could affoid but little advantage to the 
world, even though one system be known as the old 
and the other as the new. The need of the world is to 
know the power of the living Christ as a regenerative 
force in the spirits of men. When Obrist, the power 
of God and the wisdcm of God, shall dwell in men’s 


find their own explanations and to form their own opin- 
ions. Besides, Christ, as head over his church, has 


- charged no one with the duty of formulating authorized 


explanations of his gospel, He has reserved to himself 
all rule and all authority. 

Mr. Beecher’s first statement contains much of truth. 
The creeds of this day remain to us as so many evi- 
dences of the weakness and folly of men. We do not 
quite understand him when he says “there will spring 
up a8 living creed.” Has not that creed come already? 
“Art thou he that should come, or look we for another ?” 
A creed, in the good cense of the word, is that belief by 
which a man is saved, and Christ is God’s salvation to 
the ends of the earth; hence Christ is the creed of all 
Ohristians. He is a living creed. He is one that is 
never outgrown and needs no revision. He never 
attempts to get his truth forward through a corporation, 
or by power exerted through the formulas of a creed- 
statement. He takes up his abode with the individual 
soul, even with him that is of a clean heart anda right 
spirit, and trusts everything to the power that shall 
proceed from that center.

From a child I have heard it said, we, as a people, 
need more system in giving. Doubtless. there are quite 
a number of grains of truth in this saying, and after 
we, who have been fruifful of plans, have passed away 
it may be said, just as it is now, we needasystem. And 
they may have the kindness to quote our articles as 
proof that we have never had a system, and if we, in 
the course of seventy-five years, could not systematiz> 
they never can! 

Let us not be too quick in our conclusions. Other 
people, whom some of us are likely to quote, have been 
slow too. How many years did it take the systematised 
Methodist to build one college? How long did it take 
for the Baptist to build Hamilton College? Let us 
keep cool and earnestly at work. We have built 
Antioch and Union Christian College and the Biblical 
School. Are we not in possession of more institutions 
of learning to-day than those denominations had when 
they were one hundred years old? Verily, whata noble 
work we have done without a system! 

Raut the above is not what I started out to say. And 
how shall I get at it? The thought runs about thus: 
Men of means are giving to other denominations what 
they would give us if we would systematize! Tosay the 
same in other words, we have rich men among us who 
are of us, who love us, love our priaciples, mean and 
openly say our position is right, but give their money 
to the Oatholics or some other denomination whoss 
principles they do not believe, and all because we lack 
asystem! Such men need to be taught the way more 
perfectly. It is poor logic for a man to say he loves the 
truth, but gives his money to spread false doctrines. 
His plea that he does this because he finds system 
there is only the worse for him. He puts his money 
where he expects it will aid and abet error in a system- 
atic manner. If his son Peletiak should say to him 
after this manner, Father, I love you and am willing to 
be known as Your son. I was born in your family, and 
you have done me good all the “ays of my life. I am 
indebted to you for my beat thoughts, but, father, I 
think some of your lots of land are too large, others 
quite small, and some crops are poorly fenced. There- 
fore, while I love you dearly, I can not work for you, 
but I must give my time and money to our neighbor, 
Mr. Doubtful, because he has better fences. True, Mr. 
Doubtful ignores our fam'ly and puts the carcasses of 
his poisoned animals in our door-yard and under our 
windows in dog days, but he has a systematic way of 
doing it, you know. And so, while I love you and your 
principles, I must work for Mr. D., for no better 
reason than that he has system, which, as I think, you 
lack. 

This giving our money to ru what we do not believe, 
and starving our faith, is a mistaken idea. It is as flax 
in the flame. Such rich men can bave system if they 
willit. Whatis the trouble of the Biblical School? Has 
it not a good system? May not funds be trusted with 
such men as Clark and Palmer and Goff ard Weston 
and Morrill? Are they not as systematic as Waltham 
wateh-making? What is the trouble at Merom? Is 
not U. 0. College under [sir wavy? And now Anticch, 
our first born, is in a living condition—ourown. Every 
cent is cared for. Are not such economists as Knight 
and Humphreys and Lohr ani Hanger vouchers that 
Antioch bas a good system and is in capital running 
order just now? And when graduation comes 
Antioch’s old standard will be as erect as a palm and as 
tall as in ite highest dayr. 

Surely men who really love and give money to some 
denominations to aid them in striking us need to be 
taught the way more perfectly. But I am aware that 
eccentric persons may be found every now and then. 
It ae peculiarity which very much needs to be cor-

That was a trifling 
case of battery among our colored popu- 
lation. 

“So few are the fires in Vineland that 
we have no need of a fire department. 

‘Practically, we have no debt, Our 
taxes are only one per cent, on the valu- 
ation, 

“The police expenses of Vineland 
amount to $75.00 a year. 

“I ascribe this remarkable state of 
thinge—so nearly approaching the Golden 
Age—to the industry of our people and 
the absence of King Alcohol.” 


Greeley, Colorado, is a town founded 
on the principles of Vineland, N.J. It 
has a miscellaneous population of abcut 
three thousand, Not a liquor-shop is al- 
lowed in the place. There are no poor 
people. Police are unnecessary 

Shortly after the colony was establish- 
ed a fair was held,at which the receipts 
were $91.00, which was set aside as a poor 
fund, Two years and a half pissed, and 
there remained $84 00 of the amount. 

In Bavaria, Illinois, there is not a sa- 
loon. Drunken revelry is entirely un- 
known. A réeling sot in the streets 
would provoke the greatest amszzement. 
Good authority states not a drop of I'quor, 
except prescribed by a pbysician, can be 
anywhere obtained. There is not a pau- 
per in the place, nor a person requiring 
essistance. Almcat to a man the people 
own the; houses in which they live, are 
free from debta, and are abundantly able 


‘to make a good living. 


Quite a number of such towns as we 
have described exist in our Western 
States. All are founded, and real estate 
sales are conducted with title deeds 
which prohibit the sale of liquor. Such 
towns excel in thrift, procperity, and 
good morals, far exgeeding the liquor- 
selling communities about them,

For Goop Oookrres—Two coups sugar, 
one cup butter, one teaspoonful soda, four 


eggs, and flour. Mix them not very atiff; 
roll out, and bake quickly. These will 
keep a long time, and grow soft in a few 
days. 

Cooxrrs—-After churning, take a cup 
of the fresh buttermilk, add to it two 
cups of sugar, three fourths cup butter, 
foam the miik with one teaspoonful of 
soda, spice to suit, flour to roll easy, not 
too hard. 

To Maxe Goop Pre Orust~—For one 
pie take one cup flour and about one 
third as much lard (in bulk), rub together 
nicely with your hancs; then add about 
one tablespoonful of water and a little 
more flour; mix as little as possible, and 
roll out. If you wishit not go rich, use 
half butter. 

GRAHAM BrREAD— Take one pint of 
water and make a sponge with one half a 
cup of yeastand white flour. Let it rise 
over night. In the morning add one pint 
of warm milk or water, one cup of sugar, 
one teaspoonful of soda, and a little salt. 
Thicken with graham flour till stiff, put 
in cake or bread tins to rise. Set ina 
warm place till light and then bake. 

CorNING Berr—For every one hundred 
pounds of beef, after it has cooled thor- 
oughly, take five pounds of salt and five 
pounds of brown sugar, and one ounce of 
saltpeter if you like; mix thoroughly, | the 
and rub each piece well with the mixture; 
then pack as closely as possible in the 


barrel. Press it until the meat is covered 
with a brine, which will be in a few days. 
Never use a drop of water. This needs 
no soaking when you wish to use it, and 
will keep till June, if you leave it in the 
barrel, always keeping it under the brine. 

White fruit cake is the latest style in 
cake making, and the following is a geod 
recipe: One cup of butter, two cups of 
sugar, two and a half cups of flour, the 
whites of seven eggs, two even teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, one cup of thin, 
sweet cream, one pound each of raisins, 
figs, dates, and blanched almonds, one 


quarter of a pound of citron. Chop or 
slice the fruit, and sprinkle flour over and 
through it. After mixing the cake, sdd 
the fruit and bake slowly. This cake, 
when iced, is nice enough for OCbristmes, 
& wedding, or any other festivity when 
nice cakes are desired.
